Loii|don, March 6.— The air of mya 
t*rjr which covers the movement ol 
the main liritisli army in South Africa 
continues. Such information as lealu 
throufh Indioafet that communicatibb 
ll being carried on with steady pro 
frees. There are practically three Brit- 
ish armies in tlio Heid. One In the 
Free State, one in Cape Colony ana 
the other la Natal. 

An that la known about the first 
and most Important Is that it is in 
•loee touch with a body of Tiocrs esti- 
mated to number about 6,000 men. 

Spieulation as to the direction and 
method of General Koberts' advance 
Into the Free State Is quite worthless, 
10 oarefuliy arc the plans concealed 
la Cape Colony Generals Brabant and 
(Sedieitta command the two horns or 
toe army, while General Gatacre holds 
the malD Boer force In check. Gen- 
erals Gatacre and Clements will proh 
ably combine and advance on Bloem 
foaialB, with General Brabant guard- 
ing the right flank with tlie mobile 
colonials. This movement will be 
subsequent to securing a line of com- 
munications along the lines of the 
Free State railroads, waloh, according 
to tie latest dispatch seems almost 
accomplished. 

The third army, that in Natal, is 
comparatively inactive, and with the 
tseeptlott of sorties, a serious engage- 
mebt can hardly be expected from it 
thih week. When It -will be ready to 
advance its movenient-s must greatly 
depend upon how much distance the 
retreating Boers put between them- 
•elves and General BuUer. 

Aa an incident of the British main 
objective, which is clearly outlined as 
Pretoria, the relief of Mafeking by a 
foree from. the south may be expected 
any day. Colonel Plumer's force on the 
north seeming incapable of accom- 
pliihing It. 

The unexpected activity of the Cape 
Town Dutch and the reported likell- 
hpod of fighting between them and 
the Basutos, aided by other tribes hav- 
ing a grudge against the Boers, is re- 
garded as rather ominous. 

The only other untoward phase of 
tlw military sitaatloa that the critic? 
eaa discern is the enforced temporary 
inactivity of the Natal army, an in- 
stance of which Is contained in the 
dtapatches announcing that the flying 
column which attempted to Intercept 
the Boer retreat only succeeded in 
driving the enemy further north. Gen- 
eral White's men, according to the 
Times correspondent at Ladysmith, 
irlU require a fortnight's recuperation. 

Work of Kitchener. 
London, March 6.— One of the results 
of the paclflcation of the Dutch dis- 
tricts of Cape Colony may he the pur- 
chajte of large numbers of hordes from 
the farmers. But the re-mounts sent 
down. ar# believed to be utterly Inade- 
quate. General Kitchener can work 
out the transport problem to Pretoria, 
if anybody can do it. l./etter9 received 
from an ofll6er at Cape Town describe 
General Roberto at the flower of Cour- 
issy, and Kitehener as a man of bwri- 
nsBs. A stair olBeer of engineers told 
General Roberts that he could do cer- 
tain work assigned in htm in the

do aa well ai you can." General 
Kitchener asked the same ofllcer how 
much time he would require for the, 
Job.

London, March f.-^Amanc the 
woanded soldiers who arrlted at 
SouUikmpton frbm South Africa is 
Private O'Leary, whose case is re- 
markable. He was shot in the head 
during the battle at Colenso. The 
bullet lodted 'In hi* brain, rendering 
hln specMileM, sightless and para- 
lyzed. His life was despaired of, but 
Sir William MacCormac, president of 
the Royal College of Surgeons, 'who 
was actlUg as Tohint4er strtrgeon with 
the British army in South Africa, re- 
moved a portliai of the wounded man's 
brain, extracted the bullet, and 
O'Leary has since practically recovered 
hit list senses.

Charlotte, N. C, March B.— The 
works of the Blaikwell Durham To- 
bacco company were operated under 
P. 8. Hill as temi)orary receiver. Hill 
was appointed last Friday at Charles- 
ton by Judge Slmonton on application 
Dt majority stockholders, but the mat- 
ter was not made public. In the bill 
of complaint it Is stated that $2,800,- 
000 has been ottered by the American 
Tobacco company for the Blatskwell 
company, but that it can not be ac- 
cepted because of the opposition of 
onk stockholder, who, it is alleged, 
purchased one share to harass and 
vex the majority stockholders. The 
matter will come up before Judg.'' 
Slmonton April 17, when it is expected 
a permanent receiver will be appointed 
and the property ordered sold. 

Ofllcers of Sewer Pipe Combine. 

New York, March 6. — The transfer 
of the various constituent properties 
of the American Clay Manufacturing 
company, the $10.000.o;)0 consolidation 
of sewer pipe manufacturers, has been 
effected. The new company has ac^ 
quired 27 planta, which, it is stated, 
control from 80 to 8S per cent of the 
industry. The plants are located in 
Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, West Vir- 
ginia and Pennsylvania. These offl- 
cers have been elected: President, 
Charles Baird, Akrdn, 0.: vice presi- 
dent, R. M. Trail cy, Toronto, O.;

The KngUtta Budget. 
London, Mareh 5.^he house of 

commons was crowded and all the pub- 
lic galleries were' ihronged in antici- 
pation of the budget statement. The 
return of the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer. Sir Michael meks-Beaeh, la 
troduclng the budget Ehows an expend- 
iture of £154.082,000 has to be pro- 
vided for in the budget of 1000-1901. 
The same statement shows that the 
exchequer aeeobat of 1899-1904 would 
have given a surplus of upwards of 
£5,000,000, but that the supplementary 
estimates of £23,000,000 makes the 
expenditure exceed the revenue by 
£17,770,000. 

Hill W ill Bo There. 
Albany, March 6.— David B. Hill's 
friends claim that the ex-senator will 

head the .\i w ^'ork delegation to the 
national Democratic convention. Mr. 
Hill's fellow delegates-at-large, it is 
stated, will be ez-Judge Augustus Van 
Wyck of the borough of Brooklyn, 
Richard Croker of the burongh of 
Manhattan, and Edward Murphy, Jr.. 
of Troy. There baa been talk of bring- 
ing forward ex-Judge Van Wyck for 
the Democratic nomination for vice 
president. His presence as a delegate 
in the Democratic national convention. 
It Is believed, might further carry out 
this design.

Washington, March 6.— The senate 
committee on Philiypined decided to 
report the bill Introduced by Senator 
Spooner of Wisconsin for control of 
the Philippines, benator Lodge, chair- 
man of the committee, made tho report 
to the senate. The bill is us lolluws; 

"That when all insurrection against 
the sovereignty atfl authority of the 
United States In the Philippine Islands, 
acquired from Spain by the treaty con- 
cluded at Paris on the 10th of Decem- 
ber, 18A8, shall have been completely 
suppressed by the military and naval 
forces of the United States, all mili- 
tary, cfVll and Judicial powers neces- 
sary to KOVfni the said Islands shall, 
until otherwise provided by congress, 
be vested in such person snd persons, 
and shall be exercised In such manner 
as the president of the United States 
shall direct for iTiaintaining and pro- 
tecting the inhabitants of said Islands 
In the free enjoyment of their liberty, 
property and religion." 

New Purto Klcan mil. 
Washington, March 6.— Senator Da- 
vis of Minnesota offered an amendment 
to the Porto RIcan bill In the senate. 
Its effect is to have the tariff laws of 
the United States applied to Porto 
Rico upon foreign importa, but allows 
absolu^ free trade between the United 
States and Porto Rico. He also pro- 
poses a new section. The anieiulmont 
Is as follows: "And It Is hereby en- 
acted that all duties, imposta and ex- 
cises, imposed or levied, laid or col- 
lected, by congress, upon Porto Rico, 
or any product.s or business thereof, 
or In relation to said Porto Rico, shall 
be uniform with all duties, Imposta 
and excises laid and collected through- 
out the United States. That no capita 
tax or other direct tax shall be laid 
by congress in or upon Porto Rico, un- 
less In proportion to the censiu or 
enumeration directed to be taken by 
the constitution. That no tax or duty 
shall bo laid on articles exported from 
Porto Rico. That no preference shall 
be given by any regulation of com- 
merce or revenue to the porta of Porto 
Rico over those of any state of the 
Union." 



Deputy Drew a Gna. 
Washington, Mareh 6. — Moses S. 

Simons continued nls testimony be- 
fore the house committee on military 
affairs in the Couer d"Alene Investiga- 
tion. He testified to the circumstances 
of his removal from olRce, shortly 
after the mining demonstration, hts 
arrest and imprisonment In the county 
Jail for five days. William Powers tes- 
tified that be was nightwatchman and 
constable at Mullan. Ida., at the time 
of the demonstraMon at Wardner. He 
disclaimed any knowledge of the blow- 
ing up of the mining company. A 
week after the demonstration at 
Wardner the witness was arrested by 
soldiers, but subsequently releastii. 
Later he was summoned to appear be- 
fore the United Staites Industrial com- 
mission, when be was again arrested 
by a deputy. He demanded to know 
what charge there was against him, 
whereupon, he said, the deputy drew 
A^'gaa." 

Carter Favors Quay. 
Washington, March 6. — Mr. Carter 
(Jloot.) then addressed the senate on 
the resolution regarding the ssating 
of Hon. M. 8. Quay as a senator from 
Pennsylvania. He announced his in- 
tention of voting to seat Mr. Quay. 

" ' ■ War of Tougs Renewed. 

San Francisco, March 5.— The war 
of the Tongs la Chinatown was re- 
newed by the murder of two of the 
most pvomlaent onsrchants in this 
city and the wounding of a third man, 
all members of the Sam Yup organiza- 
tion. The victims of the outbreak are 
Poon Gee. Low Soon and Leong Cbu, 
msnbers of the pork packing firm of 
Tuck Wo tt Company. The two first 
named were killed and the third seri- 
ously wouaded. The store of Tuck 
Wo haid Jast been opened tor the day a 
bnsinsas when four Highbinders 
daiUd out from a small alley, opening 
up a fusilade. The m«rd«Nis gMspail 
after the shooting. 

Memphis March 5.— H. A. Stephen- 
son, a traveling representative of the 
St Louts Globe-Democrat, was shot 
and seriously woundsd In the rotunda 
of the Pea body hotel by Frank Wil- 
liamson, a deputy sheriff of Critten- 
den county.

Attorneys have 
agreed that Joem may be allowed ball 
without the examination of witnc.-ses. 
The county pro»ecutor would not con- 
sent to ball for Whitaker. and will 
make a fight to hold him to the April 
grand Jury without ball.

More AmerlOMBS Shot. 
Washington. March 5.— 43eneral Otis 

has cabled the following account of 
recent military oiieratidns in Luzon; 
■•Bates, with two battalions of the For- 
tieth and Forty-fifth regiments and 
detachments of artillery, engineers and 
signal corps, total L'.200 men, lamioii 
troops on the southeakt, northwest and 
southern coasta of San Miguel bay, 
Camarlnes province, to move on Nueva 
Cacres In three columns. The only 
strong opposition was encountered by 
Godwin and the battalion of his regi 
meat at Libmanan, northwest of 
Neuva, Caoeres. Godwin's loss was: 
Ad^uiant OaHohss, died of wounds; 
three fDlistad men severely and five 
slightly wounded. The enemy left 64 
dead on the field and many wounded, 
who were cared for by our medlcsi ofll- 
eers. Ooodwln eaplured a aumbsr of 
armed insurgents, 18 Spanish prison- 
ers, 30 riflos and considerable ammu- 
nition. N leva Caceres was found 
practically deserted; iahabitanta In 
mountains. Troops ars now covering 
important points In the provinces rf 
Camarlnes, Albay and Sorsogon. The 
navy rendered most valuable aid lu 
landing troops and supplies." 

Strasburg, March 5.— The govern- 
maat ot Alsaoa-Loralne has deellaed 
to grant the petition of tbe vinegrow- 
ers of the Relchsland that they bo per- 
mitted to import American grape vines 
to renew their ruined vineyards. Baron 
^orn Von Bulach, secretary of state 
for agrrlculture, declared on the tloor 
of the landtag that the American vlnea 
brought into the country many worse 
blighta than pbylloxora.

NONUNION ME.N ARE NOT WANTED. 



Labor Leaders Fear the Slovemeat 
Will iieeoiue I'owelldy If All 
the >yiii|>uthlzers Join tbe 
Baaks el dtrlkers. 



Chicago, March '..—The labor situa- 
tion in Clii'ag.) lias taken on a now 
phase. The rapidity with which the 
strike of the union machinista has 
spread, and tln^ apparent willingness 
of tlie IK niniiuu machinists to follow 
the e.xaiuple of the union men in lay- 
ing down their tools, has made tbe 
labor leaders rather apprehensive of 
the strike becoming unwieldy, and 
President O Connell of the Interna- 
tional Assoriation of Machinists said 
that for the present at least nonunion 
strikers would not rsceive the encour- 
agement of the union. 

Efforts will be made to confine the 
troubl*^ to union niai hinist.-i, and sym- 
pathetic strikes will be avoided until 
the situation demands support ot that 
character. President O'Connell also 
made the statement that no strikes 
will Ih' ord>'red among the machiniSta 
employed by traffic lines. 

"It is not the intention to allow the 
strike to interfero witii the public con- 
venience," said President O'Connell; 
"and 1 have Issued strict orders to this 
effect." 

"Union men employed by all traffic 
lines, not only the railroads, but the 
surface and elevated roads In Chicago, 
as well, have been told that strikes 
win not be countenanced; not only 
that, but It they walk out I will fill 
their places Immediately." 

About 200 machinists walked out of 
the Illinois Stetl lompany's plant at 
South Chicago, but 150 of them re- 
turned to work at once, convinced that 
the strike would be a failure. 

Tt was reported that company had 
about 100 men ready to take the pi k 
of strikers immediately, and this ap- 
parently had a distressing effect. Trou- 
ble bad been apprehended at this point 
and a large force of police was on 
hand, but the strikers left the grounds 
soon after they laid down their tools, 
and no disorder occurred. Notwith- 
standing thU fact, heavy reserve forces 
are being kept at the various police 
statlims for pf)>-sil)le eni"rj;eri(les. 

President O'Connell received a tele- 
gram from the manufacturers of Co- 
lumbus, 0., where a strike of union 
machinists Is .n progress, asking him 
to attend a meeting there, with a view 
to arranging an amicable settlement. 
He win go to Columbus. 

Waute<l For n Pest House. 
Waahington, March 5. — Naval oCl- 
cers have been astounded this week 
to learn that they may have no righta 
at Dry Tortugas, where a sum of over 
1500,000 has been expended in the last 
year In establishing a coaling station 
and rendervous commanding the 
southern and gulf coast at the West 
Indies, and where there is now being 
rapidly prosecuted the eRtablishmcnt 
of what la regarded as the most im- 
portant strategic br'se between tbe 
Chesapeake and Central America. 
When Cervera's fleet left Spain tbe 
president promptly had Fort Jefferson, 
on 'I'ortugas, garrisoned, to hold as a 
naval base, thereby enabling the 
blockade of tbe northern shore of Cu- 
ba to be maintained. Secretary Long 
was astonished the other day to re- 
ceive an official communication from 
the treasury department notifying the 
navy to stop work and get Ita men 
away from Tortugas by' April 1, as 
Surgeon General Wyman of the marine 
hospital service was looking for a 
good deal of yellow fever and bubonle 
fllague this summer, and had to use 
FOrt Jefferson, which cost |(,000,000.

He now accepts the theory that the 
Conatitution does not apply to onr new 
island possessions— that Conpress pos 
sesees "plenary power" over them and 
may legislate for them as it will, "outside 
the limits of the Constitution." 

But in accepting the agreement made 
by General Bates w'ith the Sultan of 
Sula, recognisinK the "peculiar institu- 
tiona" of alavery and polygamy in the 
dominiona of that natraii, the President 
directed General Otis to notify the Sultan 
that nothing in the treaty of agreement 
was to be interpreted as sanctionine 
alavery, inasmuch as the Constitution of 
the United Statea providee that "neither 
slavery nor involuntary servitude shall 
exist within the United States or any 
place subject to their jurisdiction.' 
This admonition— though there is no 
evidence that the Sultan ever received it 
or paid any attention to it— ( i rtainly in- 
dioatea a belief on the part of the Presi- 
dent that theOonatitntion eztenda wher- 
ever the Hug ami the (lovernment go.
